Justice, who is one of 


the most prolific producers of these pro- 
tectionist arguments, has recently pre- 
pared an extended statement showing 
the increase in the imports of wool and 
manufactures of wool during tho 13 
mouths ended Aug. 31, as compared with 
the previous year. 
This period was 


chosen in order to show the course of 
trade during the last 12 months in which 
the high wool duties of the McKiuloy 
tariff were in force and during tho first 
year of the prefeut free wool schedule. 
This comparison shows that tho imports 
of raw wool in the 12 mouths ended 
Aug. 81, 1895, amounted to 249,490,- 
058 pounds agaiiist 58,078,(177 pounds 
in the previous year, and the imports of 
manufactures of wool increased in the 
same time from $15,884,200 to $45,- 
858,428. These figures, separated from 
statistics for previous years, make an 
apparently 
striking 
argument with 


which to persuade American wool grow- 
ers and woolen manufacturers that their 
interests are being disastrously effected 
by free wool and reduced duties on 
woolen goods. But the showing which 
these isolated figures make, aud which 
Mr. Justice and his fellow protectionists 
point 'out with such enthusiasm, is en- 
tirely misleading, as may readily bo 
seen by considering the imports of the 
past two years in their proper contort. 


As Mr. Justice has selected an odd 


period upon which to baso his argu- 
ment, it iH feasible to present earlier 
statistics for corresponding mouths, bat 
the figures for tho government fiscal 
years ended June SO answer equally 
well both for Mr. Justice's theories and 
for the argument by which to refute 
them. 


The imports of raw wool in the fiscal 


year ended June 30, 1805, amounted to 
200,133,900 pounds against 55,152,585 
pounds in the preceding year. 
While 


this shows an increase of 250,981,321 
pounds from the panic period, it was an 
increase of only 83,700,008 pounds from 
the fiscal year 1892-3, wheu the high 
McKinley duties wore in force aud when 
American wool growers were presum- 
ably enjoying all the advantages of pro- 
tection.

Tho very large increase in the im- 


ports of raw wool and manufactures of 
wool since tha reaction from the panic 
period commenced has been seized upon 
eagerly by the protectionists as an evi- 
dence of the damugo that is being done 
to American interests by Uio present 
tariff law, says tho Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. It is worthy of note, however, that 
those who undertake to use the figures 
of wool imparts to bolster up protection- 
ist theories go back no further in the 
history of our foreign trade than the 
panic year of 1893-4, when all indus- 
tries were stagnant and when the con- 
suming power of the great mass of pur- 
chasers was nt its lowest point in many 
years. The transition from this year of 
depression to the following period of 
great nctivity is about all the protection- 
ists care to include in their tirades 
against the free wool features of tho 
present tariff. 


Mr. Theoddre Justice, who is one of 


the most prolific producers of these pro- 
tectionist arguments,'has recently pre- 
pared an extended statement showing 
the increase in the imports of wool and 
manufactures of wool 'daring tho 12 
months endcdAtig. 81, as compared with 
the previous year. 
This period was 


chosen in order to show the course of 
trade during the last 12 mouths in which 
the high wool duties of the McKinley 
tariff wore in force and during tho first, 
year of tho present free wool schedule. 
This comparison shows that the imports 
of raw wool in the IS months ended 
Aug. 31, 1895, amounted to 249,496,- 
058 pounds against 58,(578.67? pounds 
in the previous year, and the imports of 
manufactures of wool increased in the 
same time from $13,884,200 to $45,- 
858,428. These figures, separated from 
statistics for previous years, make an 
apparently 
striking 
argument with 


wliich to persuade American wool grow- 
ers and woolen manufacturers that their 
interests are being disastrously effected 
by free wool and reducud duties on 
woolen goods. But tho showing which 
these isolated figures make, and which 
Mr. Justice and his fellow protectionists 
point out with such enthusiasm, is en- 
tirely misleading, as may readily be 
seen by considering the imports of the 
past two years in their proper context. 


As Mr. Justice has selected an odd 


period upon which to base his argu- 
ment, it is feasible to present earlier 
statistics for corresponding months, but 
tho figures for the government fiscal 
years ended Juno 30 answer equally 
well both for Mr. Justice's theories and 
for the argument by which to refute 
them. 


The imports of raw wool in the fiscal 


year ended June 80, 1895, amounted to 
200,183,900 pounds against 55,152,585 
pounds in tho preceding year. While 
this shows an increase of 250,981,321 
pounds from the panic period, it was an 
increase of only S3,700,068 pounds from 
the fiscal year 1892-8, when the high
